IOWANS REGRET BIS WITHDRAWAL. 


No Interest Had Been Specially Worked 
Up, as the Action Was Expected. 

Des Morngs, Ia., Feb. 7.—[Special.}]—The 
news of the withdrawal of Blaine from the 
Presidential race will. be received with genu- 
ine regret by a large majority of the Repub- 
licans of Iowa. Iowa has always been true 
to the core to Blaine, and though the Repub- 
licans all admit that Harrison has given the 
country a good administration, yet deep down 
in his heart every Republican has cherished the 
hope of again having the opportunity to 
‘*whoop it up”’ for Blaine. Many of the lead- 
ing Republicans members of the Legislature, 
while admitting that Harrison was entitled to 
a second termn by virtue of precedent and the 
fact that he has given the country a good admin- 
istration, yetsay that with Boies on the Demo- 
cratic ticket lowa would be a great deal easier 
to bring again into the Republican column 
with the inspiration and enthusiasm that 
Blaine’s name on the Republican ticket would 
give to the campaign. | 

It is a fact, however, that the leading Re- 
publicans have all along believed that when 
the time came Blaine would withdraw and 
leave the field to Harrison, and so there has 
been but little done to work up a Blaine feel 
ing. When the State Central commuttee 
called the convention for the selection of dele- 
gates to Minneapolis at such an early date, 
the 17th of March, there was some talk that 
this movement meant that an effort would be 
made to boom Blaine at the convention, as an 
outspoken Blaine man was selected as Chair- 
man. Of late, however, nothing has been 
said in the matter, and if such a scheme was 
contemplated it has not been developed, and 
Blaine’s withdrawal will put an end to it. 

There is no one here who is in position to 
speak for Senator Allison, but it is known 
that when he was in lowa during the cam- 
paign he spoke in terms of high praise of the 
administration of President Harrison, and ex- 
pressed himself as favoring his renomination. 
His friends in this city say they think that 
there is scarcely any question that Senator 
Allison will give Harrison cordial support 
for the nomination, and that Iowa will go to 
Minneapolis ready to vote for him for renom- 
ination, The Democrats are inciined to re- 
joice that Blaine 1s out of the way.

WHAT ILLINOIS MEN HAVE TO SAY. 


Chairman Jones Believes the Withdrawal 
Will Strengthen Senator Cullom., 

A. M. Jones, Chairman of the Republican 
State committee, said last evening that he 
was not at all surprised at Mr. Blaine’s com- 
munication to Mr. Clarkson, for he had ex- 
pected to hear of the Secretary’s resignation | 
at least a month ago.

vention. His withdrawal improves Harrison’s 
chances, and if Harrison wants the nomina- 
tion he can have it—and that, of course, is 
equivalent to: his reélection. Harrison’s ad- 
ministration has given honest satisfaction to 
the thoughtful and independent voters of the 
country, and he is particularly strong in this 
locality, possibly stronger than any other 
candidate the Republicans might name, 
There are hundreds of thousands of voters, 
especially in the doubtful States, who will 
vote a Harrison that might not vote for 
Blaine.”’ 
Blaine’s Friends Dinapectated. 

Chris Mamer, United States Collector of In- 
ternal Kevenue, spoke of Mr. Blaine’s action 
as follows: ‘*‘ Blaine’s name is peculiarly cal- 
culated to fire the American heart, and he was 
never stronger than heis today. Had he con- 
sented to be a candidate he would have been 
nominated without opposition. I think some 
of his friends will be disappointed, but that 
will not prevent their supporting Harrison, 
whose nomination is now assured. I myself 
have never seriously considered Blaine 1n the 
light of a candidate.: Harrison’s administra- 
tion is clean, conservative,;business-like, and 
free from scandal, and, in my judgment, every- 
thing now points to his renomination and re- 
election. The Republican party is more har- 
monious and its prospects brighter today 
than at any time in a numberof years past. 
This is particularly true of the local organiza- 
tion, which will work as @ unit in support of 
the nominee of the convention, whether that 
be Harrison, Blaine, Alger, or Cullom.” 

Mayor Washburne Expected the Withdrawal 

Mayor Washburne expressed no surprise at 
the withdrawal, as he was told, he said, when 
recently in the East, by parties close to the 
Secretary of State, that he would in due time 
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race he would probably be invincible, 
and his withdrawal shows the utter 
falsity of the stories of ill-feeling and dissen- 
sions between him and President Harrison. 
If that were so, Mr. Washburne said, Mr.

him and Harrison in the race no one else waa 
‘much talked of. But it is likely to be differ- 
eut now. There is no man in the Eastern 
States who stands so high among Republicans 
as Depew. He is a scholar, a statesman of 
vast executive ability, popular with all 
classes, has no factional fights on his hands, 
and can harmonize all elements. He can 
come to the convention at Minneapolis with 
the solid State of New York behind him, and 
it will surprise me much if he is not a strong 
factor in the convention.

Number two was also a woman of nearly the 
same age. She, too, was evidently a pretty 
woman heavily built, weighing probably 150 
pounds, She had dark brown hair and wore 
a switch; brown eyes, and wore onty a cloth 
undervest. She was doubtless suffocated. 
She could be readily identified by the jewelry 
she wore. She had a pair of diamond earrings, 
and'wore a diamond finger ring of two pearls 
and six turquoises or sapphires, and one ring 
with three emeralds. 

In box No..3 was a man 5 feet 6 
inches, 30 years old, with black curly hair, 


teeth. 

Box No. 4 contained the remains of a man 
40 years old, 5 feet 3 inches in height, brown 
hair, mustache, and eyes; tecth filled with 
gold. He weighed 160 pounds, and had on a 
blue and gray striped tennis sbirt. 

At 10:15 another body was brought in. It 
was that of a large, able-bodied man, and 
was entirely nude. The face had been burned 
beyond recognition and the left arm 
was also burned to a crisp. His iden- 
tification was soon completed. The 
finger ring of gold which he wore was the 
mneans of identification. It was the body of 
H. J. Levy; salesman for the firm of Strauss 
& Freeman, clothing manufacturers of this 
city. He was recognized by David L. Weiss 
of No. 142 West Twenty-third street. Levy 
and Weiss had been together last night in the 
café of the hotel and parted company at 1:30. 
Levy then went up-stairs to bed. The identi- 
fication of Levy’s body was also made by his 
brother and a number of relatives. 

Inquiries for Missing Relatives. 

Miss Minnie Flaherty came with two of 
her friends to inquire after Katy Reilly, a 
chambermaid, who she said had gone on the 
night watch and was without doubt dead. 

Eliza Brady of No. 40 Uhambers street 
came to inquire for her sister Ann, who was 
employed at the hotel. She failed to recog- 
nize her among those present, and left weep- 
ing bitterly. 

Several persons called to see if a Mrs. Van 
Norden was among those whose bodies had 
been recovered, She was the wife of a travel- 
ing salesman. 


STORIES TOLD BY THE SURVIVORS. 


One Traveling Salesman Was About to Shoot 
His Wife and Kill Himself. 

The guest who probably had the most nar- 
row and at the same time the most marvelous 
escape, was M. L. Harman, a traveling sales- 
man for a St. Louis wholesale grocery house. 
He registered at the hotel Saturday evening 
with his wife, and relates tneir experience: 

1 had a room on the sixth floor, and was 
aroused from sleep by a loud cracking noise and 
by the sound of a whistle. I opened my door and 
discovered that the stairway leading to the lower 
floors was in a blaze. The hallway was 
filed with smoke and it poured into my room. 
I then went to the window and opened it, and 
there seemed to be as much smoke on the outside 
as there was in the hallway, and the room soon 
filled with smoke from that direction. Both my 
wife and | would have been suffocated in the 
room had we not taken towels which I soaked 
with water. These we used to keep the smoke 
out of our lungs by holding them over our mouths 
and nostrils. I tried to find a fire-escape near 
our window, but there was none. It was certain 
death to jump*six stories, and as it was either 
that or burn to death I said to my wife: ‘ Mat- 
tie, | am going to shoot you and then kill 
myself.” I concluded that it would be better to 
die that way than burn to death, and as I always 
sleep with a revolver under my pillow I hurried 
to the bed to get it. By this time the flames were 
coming up through the cracks of the floor and 
through the cracks of the door. Justas I was 
about to shoot my wife the floor fell with a crash 
and we went down probably two stories. The 
flooring stopped opposite a window and my wife 
jumped ont and landed onthe portico beneath. 
A rope was hanging out of this window, and with 
this assistance | managed to get down another 
story, then slipped and fell to the portico beside 
my wife. 

Mrs. Knapp of Chicago Talks, 

Among those who were taken to the Gedney 
House were Mr. and Mrs. ¥. Knapp of Chica- 
go. One of the most remarkable escapes was 
that of Mrs. Knapp. She was only slightly 
burned and owed her rescue to her coolness 
and presence of mind. She says of the fire: 

I don’t believe the couple above me got out. 
They were aged, and I could hear them calling in 
ashrill voice, but before I got out their calls 
ceased. I[ thought I heard some one say, * Fire.”’ 
lt was not lond, and the sound seemed muffled.

ThenI went 
back and called to the people in the street again: 
“What shall Ido?’ They said to me this time, 
“ Get up on the roof.” I looked up and there was 
no way by which I could get there and the hall 
was filled with flames. By this time the room 
was getting filled with smoke and I saw that I 
was in danger of being smothered to death and 
burnt up. [ groped around the room and 
found a towel. Then I went to the washstand and 
tried to turn the water on. It would not run. I 
did not know what to do. Luckily, 1 founda 
pitcher of ice water and I wet the towel and put it 
over my nose and mouth. Then I put some ice in 
my mouth and kept crunching on that. Then. 
coming back to the window,I! yelled and hal- 
looed. The smoke began to grow so thick that [ 
thought Il could not stand it any longer, and I 
called out, “I can’t stand it another minute.” 
The men in the street answered, “Just another 
minute longer and you Ml be saved. The ladders 
will be here soon.” I heard a woman 
above me say. and she kept on calling 
out: “O, Lord, have mercy on me, what 
shallI do?’ and I heard a man say, and he 
seemed to be drunk, “ Burn up, burn up!” Then 
the firemen put a ladder up, but they put it to 
the wrong window, the window next to me, 
where nobody was. I yelled out loud and then 
they putit undermy window. I got out and 
grabbed the window-sili, but there was ice on it 
and | n to slip. Then I turned around, and 
itwas ahardthingtodothen.

Landiord Meares Kelates His Story. 

Richard Meares, the landlord and principal 
proprietor of the Hotel Royal, was seen short- 
ly after the fire was got under control. He 
told of his own escape and of that ot his wife 
and related various incidents in connection 
therewith. He was in the office during the 
latter part of Saturday evening. He went to 
the clerk’s desk at 12:30 and ascertained that 
all but fomr rooms and suites in the house 
had been taken. He estimated that there 
were about 130 to 140 people in the heuse, all 
told, at that hour.

Frederick Uhilman Tells His Stary. 

Frederick Uhlman, the President of the 
Union Elevated railroad, of Brooklyn, | had 
been living at the Hotel Royal for ten years. 
He said :” 

I arrived home at 10 o'clock and went to bed an 
hoyr later. My room was on the first floor. 
About 3 o'clock I was awakened by a noise 
in the street. I went to the window 
to see what was the matter and saw 4 


1 man frantically waving his arms and shout- 


ing “ Fire! Murder.” Iran to the door of my 
room and upon opening it found the hall fall of 
smoke and flame, .I hastily slammed the door 
and rushed back to window again. I was 
about to climb out when I saw the body of a 
woman falling from an upper window. The body 
struck the pavement. The sight of the 
blood unnerved me and I did 
not have the heart to jump while 
the body of the woman was there on the ground 
—— me. Once more I went to the door. As 
opened it I felt a draft of fresh air, . A window 
at the other end of the hall had been broken 
and the smoke had cleared so that I could see 
a little. The main stairway was burning, but 
there did not seem to be any fire at the other 
end of the building and I ran to the servants’ 
staircase. That was clear and I had no trouble in 
getting down to the office. L[only had my might 
shirt on. The flames by this time seemed to have 
spread to all parts of the hotel, You cannot im- 
ine the rapidity with which the fire spread. 
— police and firemen had begun to arrive and 
there was a great din outside. Above it all 
you could hear the frantic cries of the 
poor people who were cooped up in the rooms up- 
stairs. 1 found a number of excited people in the 
hotel office. Meares,one of the proprietors, was 
almost crazy. He had started to escape with his 
wife and they had become separated. They had 
their rooms on the first floor—that is, one flight 
up. Meares and I tried to get. up- 
stairs to rescue her, but were driven back 
by the fire. I was bare-footed, but I did not no- 
tice the cold for four or five minutes. Then I 
found myself standing out in the middie of the 
street looking up at the blazing pile while 
the flames were wrapping themselves. about 
the inmates of the hotel. Some one came to 
me and suggested that I get shelter. I[ was 
taken, bare-footed and dressed only in my night- 
shirt, to Lyric Hall. A ball was in progress |there. 
The proprietor of the hall called a coupé to have 
me taken to the Hotel Vendome. The cabman 
was reluctant at first to take me there, saying 
that he did not see how he was going to be paid. 
I said that would be aM right, and he decidea to 
take me. Atthe hotel I borrowed $1 from the 
night clerk and paid the cabby. 

H., C. Tompkins Relates His Experience. 

H. C. Tompkins, another of those who 
escaped, said that he intended to leave the 
city Monday morning and went to the hotel 
Saturday night for convenience. He was as- 
signed a room on the third floor. His story is 
as follows: 

I knew the Royal was a tinder-box and con- 
sequently looked about to see what means 
there were for escape in case of fire. The only 
thing I could find was a slender rope coiled up 
behind the window curtains, I was awakened by 
shouts, cries, and the ringing of fire bells in 
the street. I seized my clothes and opened 
the door and ran out into the corridor, No 
sooner had I pulled the door back than 4 sheet 
of flame came sweeping in. I was almost over- 
powered, but managed in some way to get the 
door closed again. 1 was almost blinded, and my 
eyelids and hair were singed. As soon as I re- 
covered I threw the rope out of the window and 
went down it tothe ground. My hands were cut 
and bleeding, but I am thankful to escape as I 
did, 

J. Noonan of Jersey City had a peculiar es- 
cape. He had a room on the fourth floor. 
The fire was all around him when he|awoke 
and there was no way open to him butthrough 
the window. He threw his rope out, but it 
caught in some way and was al- 
most useless. _ Getting out on the 
ledge of the window, Mr. Noonan 
grasped the shutter in one hand and rope in 
the other. Then he lowered himself until he 
could grasp the coping of the third story win- 
dow. Tothe big crowd, which had by this 
time gathered in the streets, it seemed as 
though he was a humap caterpillar.) From 
the coping. of the third floor to 
the ledge of tbe window of the sec- 
ond story he made his way in the same 
unanner. The rope was caught so that he could 
not disentangle it, and, after hanging from 
the ledge of the second story for a minute, he 
dropped to the flagging. The crowd thought 
lie was dead at first, he lay so still, but/after a 
few moments he arose and limped away, One 

.ankle is badly sprained, and he received some 
internal injuries. 
Story of the Night Clerk. 

H. A. Underwood, the night clerk’ of the 
hotel, was in his office when the fire broke out. 
He says: 

I usually made a tour of the hotel every hour to 
see that everything was all right. The last tour I 
made was at 2:30a. m. When I passed the ele- 
vator shaft in returning tothe office there was 
no trace af fire. Iwas checking up the restau- 
rant. receipts, when, at two minutes of three, | 
heard a roaring noise behind me, and, 
turning, saw a blaze within ten feet 
of where I had been standing. I am _ sure 
about the time, for l looked up at the clock at 
that moment. I ran back to investigate. There 
was no emoke or smell of fire up to the time I 
heard the roar, but when I reached the elevator- 
shaft the whole thing was a mass of flames. I 
rushed out into the street and there met Hard- 
ing, the engineer of the building. Harding 
and Policeman Griffith sent an alarm 
in from the corner opposite and (I 
ran back into '.the hotel and tried to 
go upstairs to alarm the guests, but the flames 
were so dense that I had to retreat. Then I tried 
the side stairs on the south end of the hotel. 
They were all right and | reached the floor above. 
I went up and down the corridor on the second floor 
shouting “ Fire!’ and pounding on doors, and 
endeavored then to go further up-stairs, bat was 
again driveu back by tne flames. ‘I retraced my 
steps, and, going down the servants! stairway, 
reached the street. 


Hie Says the Rooms Were Full. 


When Mr. Underwood went on duty at 7 
o’clock he says the hotel’ was about 'three- 
quarters occupied by guests. At o’elock in 
the moruing but two rooms were unoccupied 
and one of them was being held or reserved 
for parties who had secured it. The room 
numbers ran up to 129, but there were lapses 
in the numbers that made the total number of 
rooms occupied between 110 and 115. His 
further story is: 

It was the most terrible sight I ever saw. Every 
window on the Sixth avenue side of the hotel was 
occupied by people who were screaming for help. 
All means of escape bad been cut off. for the 
elevator esbaft, two minutes after the 
discovery of the fire, was a roaring furnace, 
through which the fiames leaped, lick- 
ing everything before them. The elevator 
ran through a shaft directly at the end of the 
corridor leading from the Fortieth street en- 
trance. So it continued through the hotel. The 
fire once started it shut off the stairways from 
the use of the guests completely. 
Just after I discovered the fire 
I saw Harding, the night engineer, carrying a 
small woman, or it may have been a child, 
through the café door to the street: The next 
I heard of Harding was that he was injured and 
had been taken tu the hospital. The only per- 
sons whe occupied the house besides the guests 
were five chambermaids and the housekeeper, 
who was on the top floor. No, F have not heard 
that they escaped, although it ie possible they 
did. Three men slept down in the basement, but 
I do not know where, as I never visited their 
place. [hese men were three engineers. 

Myer J. Levi had been living at the Hotel 
Royal for along time. He occupied Room 85, 
on ssi the second ‘floor. He was 
aroused by the clanging of the fire 
bells and the shouts of the people 
below, and, throwing the hotel rope out of the 
window, he clambered out and slid down to 
the ground. Nearly all the skin and a good 
deal of the flesh on the inside of his hands were 
torn off. The palm of one hand was ripped 
open to the bone.

it, that there.was a fire in the near vicinity of 
that light. Grasping 
with the whistle, * Billy” made its brazen 
throat give forth the most appalling shrieks 
that an “LL” road engine ever emitted. 
When “Billy” ceased jerking upon the 
whistle-rope and pulled away from the vicin- 
ity of the hotel, which was blazing fiercely, a 

crowd of people were around it, and guests 
were leaping madly from the windows. He 
relates what he saw in the following words: 

As I louked ont of thecab at Thirty-third street 
I noticed a light in the sky in the vicinity of the 
Hotel Royal. The light looked like a reflection 
and was slight. At Thirty-fourth street the light 
increased, but there was no flame visible. I then 
decided that there was a fire near that light for 
which no alarm had been sounded, and I let go 
the whistle. I slowed up so that I could have 
plenty of time to arouse the people with the 
shrieks of the whistle before I should 
get to the station. The light increased fast 
and when we had reached é Thirty- 
ninth streete flames shot through the 
center of the roof. I did not realize that the fire 
was in the hotel until I got opposite to it. We 
then came nearly to astop, keeping the whistle 
still blowing. I noticed particularly that there 
was nota light yisible from top to bottom in 
any window of the hotel. The flames by this 
time we spread greatly and long tongues of 
flames Were shooting away above the roof. The 
heavens were lit up like day. Not a head had 
yet appeared at the windows to show that any of 
the guests had been awakened. Citizens and 
policemen at this time came running to the scene, 
and, knowing that an alarm of fire had been 
turned in, we continued slowly on toward Forty- 
second street. We kept the wets tooting all 
the time. 

First Engine at the Fire. 

The first engine to arrive at the scene of the 
fire wags No, 26, Capt. Gaffney says that it 
was ten minutes past 3 when the alarm 
sounded at his engine-house, If that is cor- 
rect, there was a lapse of twelve minutes be- 
tween the time the fire broke out and the 
arrival of the first engine. Gaffney was rid- 
ing on the tailboard of the engine, and when 
he got to Seventh avenue he could see the 
flames shooting up. The Captain says: 

There were half a dozen men standing in front 
of the hotel entrance, and I was within ten feet of 
them when the body of a man crashed on the 
pavement just infront of me, I nearly fell over 
it, As I passed the entrance some one grasped 
me by the arm and asked me for afadder. Mine 
is an engine company, but the man was so excited 
that he probably thought I had a _ ladder 
somewhere about me.. Two or three other men 
stopper me before I got tothe corner. I wanted 
to send a third alarm and get out all the engines 
I could in the shortest possible time. As I sent 
in the third alarm I took. a look over the 
building to get the lay of it. I’ve been to many 
fires, but that was the most heart rending sight I 
ever saw. Men and women were ih the windows 
—some ready to jump, others so dazed 
that they seemed to be paralyzed. The shriek of 
the women I will never be able to forget. 
“Save me! Save me! Save me!" they cried, 
“My God, my God, save me!’ When they saw 
us'they redoubled their cries. Suddenly a man 
jumped from the windows. A moment later I 
‘saw a man on the Forty-tifth street balcony. If 
“he had been patient he could have reached the 
street unaided, coming down the iron column, 
but he was crazed by the general terror and 
started to jump. 1 got beneath him just 
as be was going, and, letting him strike 
me a glancing blow on the back. and shoulders, 
broke his fall. I went tothe corner and saw two 
bodies on the sidewalk. 1 bad ail my men shout 
to the people to stuy in the window a minute and 
the hook and ladder men would arrive and save 
them, In the meantime I tried to induce some of 
them to come down the ropes. The flames were 
spreading every minute, and some of the ropes took 
fire. Some of my men managed to get up on the 
balconies, and were trying to rescue people, but 
the flames came sweeping down upon them and 
drove them back. 

Origin of the Fire Unknown, 

The origin of the fire is unknown. Ii start- 
edin the basement near the elevator shaft, 
which was located in the middle of the build- 
ing. The flames were first seen pouring out 
of the cupola on the roof, directly over the ele- 
vator shaft, by an engineer of a Sixth avenue 
elevated train, who stopped his engine direct- 
ly in front of the hotel and blew the locomo- 
tive’s whistle loud and long. This unusual 
sound awoke the sleeping people in the hotel 
and brought policemen to the scene, who at once 
sent outa fire aldrm froma near-by signal 
box. Meanwhile the employés o° the hotel on 
night duty sought ‘to arouse the guests by their 
eries of **Fire.”” So rapidly, however, did 
the flaines increase that it seerned an age be- 
fore the firemen arrived, although the first ap- 
paratus rattled up tothe scene within a few 
minutes after the alarm was sent in. The 
desperate character of the fire becaine at once 
apparent to the firemen, who promptly rang 
three more alarms in quick succession. When 
the flames were finally gotten under control, 
there was a genéral inquiry as to who had 
taken lodgings at the hotel and who had 
gotten out in safety.’ Neither the proprietors 
nor attaches could give the names of but a 
few of their personal acquaintances. Then a 
call was naturally made for the hotel register. 
It could not be found, although it was not ap- 
parent that it had been destroyed. Search 
was instituted, and an enterprising néwspaper 
man was found making off with it, thinking 
thereby, doubtiess, to secure a “scoop” on 
his contemporaries by printing the exclusive 
list of names. But he was despoiled of his 
prize, and may have to answer to acharge of 
larceny in the bargain.

Mr. Knight offered the mother 
and daughter an asylum until they could hear 
from their friends, and they went to his house 
and were put to bed. 


Thomas J. Lockhardt and Wife Escape. 


Thomas J. Lockhardt, agent for a Chicago 
dressed beef concern, occupied a suite of 
rooms on the fourth floor of the 
Fortieth street side . with his. 25-year-old 
wife. Mr. Lockhardt 1» 68 years old, 
and this is his third wife. They awoke 
to find their room full of smoke. Mr. Lock- 
hardt opened the window and began to shout, 
while his wife hunted about for a rope. There 
was no rope inthe room. While Mr. Lockhardt 
was at the window, a rope from one of the 
rooms of the upper floor to the right of Mr. 
Lockhardt’s apartments happened to swing 
over so that the old. man could catch it. As 
svon as he had it secured he called to his wife 
to come to the window. He assisted her to 
get out, and the woman went to the ground in 
safety. Her hands were cut and her limbs 
lacerated and bruised by striking the copings 
of windows beneath. The old man followed 
her. As he stepped out of the window the 
rope swung to the east, and he 
was dashed up against the wall 
of the hotel, but he held on. His 
trip to the ground was a slow one, an:l several 
times he seemed to be on the point of releas- 
ing his grip, but shouts of encouragement 
from the crowd below reassured him, and 
at last he reached the sidewalk. Two 
gentlemen took Mr. Lockhardt and his 
wife to the Gedney House in a cab, where 
their wounds were dressed by Dr. Pettingill. 
They were given Room 98, and 
were all right this afternoon. 
Mr. Lockhardt lost ‘many valuable 
papers in the fire, all his books and memo- 
randums, together with a lot of insurance pa- 
pers he took to the hotel with him Saturday. 
His wife lost a lot of jewelry. 

George W. Hazen, aclerk atthe Gerlach, 
says that he saw a woman in achemise sitting 
ina window on the third floor, wringing her 
hands and  ~piteously beseeching the 
firemen to save her: The smoke got 
thick and her cries ceased, she keeping 
her arms moving all the time im an effort to 
prevent the smoke from blindjng her. Sud 
denly a great wave of smoke swept in upon 
her. When the wind cleared the smoke away 
there was no trace of the woman to be seen. 


No BRodies Yet Found in the Ruins, 

Before the slightest effort could be made 
toward searching for the bodies the day was 
well advanced. The bricks still hissed at 
noon beneath the streams of water, 
and the jagged walls, like the  tot- 
tering walls of some ruined fortress, 
seemed about to fall. Now and then a section 
of the loosened bricks would come toppling 
down with acrash on the smoking mass of 
masonry and timbers which lay almost flush 
with the street where the main-building of the 
hotel had been. 

Chief Bonner directed the movements of 
the firemen. The constantly swelling 
thousands were kept back by seventy-five or 
100 reserve _policemen and the firemen 
were unimpeded. Between fifty and 
sixty of the firemen, soaked to the skin ard 
smoke-begrimed, were directed to hunt over 
the pile of débris for any signs of the dead, 
and to discover just what amount of work 
would be necessary to empty the cellar. 
They worked ashort time pulling away tim- 
bers and top wreckage and were then ordered 
back. Chief Bonner decided that it was dan- 


_gerous for any one to work amid the ruins 
‘until the more dangerous of the walls were 


¢taken down. Section after section soon 
came crashing down with a rumble 
and roar that could be heard for blocks around 
and ‘in half an hour all the walis which had 
stood in the angle had been huried onto the 
smoking pile below. 

In the meantime it had occurred to the po- 
lice authorities that some show of search- 
ing for the dead who were known 
to be beneath the ruins must be 
made, Thomas Gallagher, a contractor who 
had charge of the removing of the débris of 
the Park place disaster during the last two 
days of the search there, was sent for, He 
brought with him a force of a dozen men with 
pickakes, crowbars, and shovels, It was nearly 
5 o’clock. The fire had been under control 
for more than twelve hours—had been out 
for that time, in fact. In an hour they had 
remnoved a good many tons of rubbish from 
the ruin in front of them and deposited it in 
Sixth avenue. 

But they had found none of the dead. 

They worked silently and steadily while 
tens of thousands looked on from 0be- 
hind the police lines, expecting each 
minute’ to see some charred and 
mangled remnant of humanity brought to the 
surface. Beyond those police lines it seemed 
that all of New York had assembled. Bryant 
Park held’ many thousands. Sixth avenue, 
north and south of Fortieth street, 
and Fortieth street, east and west 
of Sixth avenue, contained thousands of men. 
Street-car traffic was delayed, and when a car 
got through the horses had to trample curious 
humanity under foot. 

Work Postponed Until Morning. 

Shortly after 6 o'clock work on the ruins 
was abruptly stopped. It had becdbme too 
dark. All the street-lamps abovt the hotel had 
been broken and the arc light in Sixth 
avenue had been taken away. There was 
some talk of putting up extra electric’ lights. so 
that the men could work by them during the 
night, but nothing was said about this until 
too late to do anything, because of thescarcity 
of linemen, a result of the strike now on. 

‘The men cannot work without any light at 
all,” said Contractor Gallagher. ‘I will hold 
them in readiness, and if they put up an elec- 
tric light, we will start in again.” 

‘* How long will it take to clear everything 
au ay so that the full extent of the loss of life 
may be known?’’ Mr. Gallagher was asked. 

‘‘T can doitin two days, but not before 
that time,” he answered. ‘“* There is a tre- 
mendous amount of broken stuff in there— 
hundreds and hundreds of tons ofit. I will 
resume work at 6:30 in the morning, and then 
we hope to be able to push it right through 
without any interruption.”’ 

Night fell amidst a drizzling rain. The 
down-pour drove the greater part of the 
vast multitude under shelter, but hun- 
and pressed closer 
police regulations grew 

s rigorous. A few policemen stood guard 
and kept people from drawing too near. The 
wish, swish of astream was the only thing 
which broke the silence between the intermit- 
tent rumbling of the elevated trains. 

It was decided tonight to put a force of 100 
men at work at dawn in the morning, and 
every step will be taken to make up for the 
time thrown away this afternoon and tonight. 

Shouts and Cries of Distress, 

Of a sudden the air was filled with shouts 
and cries of distress. The inmates of the 
great hostelry had awakened to a sense of 
theirdanger. Heads appeared at every win- 
dow quickly followed by volumes of smoke 
and tongues of flame.

But he started to find 
his wife, when a big policeman with a heavy 
black beard, whose name he says he would 
give a considerable sum to ascertain, stopped 
him and demanded to know his business. 

‘I am the proprietor of the hotel,” he re- 
plied, “I am looking for my wife.” 

At this, he says, the officer shouted to a fel- 
low policeman, saying: ‘*Here is the owner 
of that building. Don’t you think he had 
better have looked after his house instead of 
his wife?’’ 

At this they laughed, and despite his urgent 
entreaties he was not permitted to follow 


Mrs. Meares, and it was not till aan hour later 
that he learned her fate. Then, through the 
kindness of Capt. Reilly of the Thirtieth street 
station he learned that she had been removed 


to Bellevue. 


Mr. Meares said the spectacle for. twenty 


minutes after he reached the street was be- 


yond his powers of portrayal. Men and wom-.

robes, shrieked and gesticulated frantically, 
and were only prevented from jumping by the 
firemen, who shouted encouragement to all. 
How Charles White of Chicago Was Saved. 

Charles White and wife of Chicago occupied 
room No. 127, on the third floor. When they 
had succeeded in leaving their room by the 
fire-escape they, with two others, found them- 
seives in the court-yard walled in on all sides. 
Mr. White, with his wife, are now guests at 
the Gedney House. Hisstory is thus related: 

I was first awakened by what seemed an un- 
usnally bright light in my room. I jumped from 
my bed and ran to one of the windowsin my 
room, and sew that the roof of the rear part of 
the hotel was afire. I awakened my wife and 
then went to my hall door. All means 
of escape were cut off, it seemed, and 
then my wife and I rushed to 
the window and cried for help. 
Four women came into my room and I placed 
them on the fire escape. Six men had also come 
in response to my calis. We descended the fire 
escape ladder to the roof of the two-story ex- 
tension. We were in an awful predicament at 
this point, for it was two stories below that 
to the pavem€tnt of the coéft-yard. 
I crawied into a room window and procured two 
mattresses. I dragged them out on the roof and 
carefully dropped them to’ the court-yard, Then 
I dropped on to the mattresses and told three of 
the men to do the same. They obeyed and when 
we had gotten on our feet told the women to do 
the same. Three of the women landed safely but 
the fourth woman must have lost her balance, 
for she landed in such-a manner that both legs. 
were broken. On all sides were 
brick walls that shut us from outside aid and 
three of these inclosed a roaring furnace. While 
we were there a woman, who had been stand- 


ing inathird story window, jumped tothe yard 


and was uninjured. Upin the window there was 
an aged man, I shouid say probably 60 years old. 
‘lhe woman cried to him, * For God's sake save 
yourself,” The man caught the shutter and 
reached the second story. This gave way under 
his weight and down he planged to the court and 
was v-illed. I had hunted around and found a 
rope dangling from the neighbor’s yard. No less 
opportune wasthe discovery of a hatchet, with 
which I cut the et oe A man who lives in 
the house adjoining ‘/the-hetéel on Sixth avenue 
came out on the exteusion to his house and caught 
one end of the rope, and the other end I made 
fast. By this means | was able to reach 
the neighbor’s yard, where I found 
a ladder. This [I carried back and 
lowered to those who were waiting for 
me. Up this they crawled with the exception of 
the poor girl whose legs were broken, She crawled 
from the mattress to the foot of the ladder. We 
were taken in a rear window of the house of C. 
Edgar Dobson at No. 686 Sixth avenue, two or 
three doors south of the hotel. 

_ Jumped to Death on the Pavement, 

But the flames waxed fiercer, and presently 
a human form plunged from the fourth story 
and struck the street headforemost, while . 
blood and brains splashed upon the bystand- 
ers. Another and another shot down, until 
three unrecognizable bodies lay bleeding and 
motionless. Mr. Meares said he could stand 
no more and got away from the horrible spot 
as quickly as possible. He was not badly in- 
jured aside from a severe burn on the back of 
his hand. But the hair was burned from the 
back of his heaa, showing his close proximity 
to the flanres. Mrs. Meares’ injuries, though 
painful, were not thought to be critical, 


HOTEL FIRES OF RECENT YEARS, 


This Was the Third “ Royal” to Be Burned 
Within Fourteen Months, 

New York, Feb. 7.—[Special. ]|—The Hotel 
Royal of this city was’the third hotel of that 
name that has been burned with loss of life 
during the last fourteen months. Dec, 17, 
1890, the Hotel Royal at Kilkeel, County Down, 
lreland, caught fire during the night, the 
flames cutting off exit by the stairs, A serv- 
ant jumped froin the upper story and received 
injuries that resulted in her death. The pro- 
prietor of the house threw his little son out of 
the window. The boy was caught in the arms 
of aman below and saved. His father jumpea 
and was badly hurt, 

The Hotel Royal at Moscow was burned 
Jan. 8, 1891, and several guests were killed. 

The two most disastrous hotel fires in this 
country of the decade, excluding today’s hor 
ror, were the burning of the Newall House in 
Miiwaukee Jan. 10, 1883, and of the Leland 
Hotel in Syracuse Oct, 17, 1891. Both tires 
broke out while most of the guests slept. The 
Milwaukee fire was discovered about 4 a. m., 
and within a few minutes the great building 
was a mass of flames. Of the 177 people who 
were in the hotel that night but sixty-seven 
are known to have been saved. One of the 
worst features of the disaster was the man- 
gling of many bodies in the network of tele- 
graph wires with which the hotel was sur- 
rounded. Several of the guests who jumped 
from their windows were shockingly cut. 

At the Leland Hotel fire, which began at 
12:45‘. m., seven persons lost their lives and 
many others were injured. The building was 
entirely swept away by the flames iong before 
dawn. Many of the cuests escaped by using 
the rope life-preservers kept in each room. 
One man who was climbing down inthis way 
had his rope burned by a gust of flame and 
was killed by falling to’ the sidewalk. Annie 
C umimings, aservanpt, was mangled by the 
wires, which she struck while falling, and was 
killed. This fire is supposed to have been of 
incendiary origin, as the Globe Hotel in the 
same city was partly burned the following 
morning. The Leland was the finest hostelry 
in Central New York.

Hundreds of 
people followed, and when he turned north on 
Clark street towards the Central Station the 
crowd had ingreased. Here (fficer Rowan 
ordered the crowd to stop and disperse.

The fellow 
staggered but did not stop in his flight, and 
fearing he would injure some one in the crowd 
the ofticer did not shoot again. ‘Turnimg, he 
and placed the revolver at the prisoner’ 's head 
told him that if he made further resistance he 
would kill him. 

The sound of the shot brought the crowd, 
which had assembled on Madison street, down 
with arush. It gained force from every di- 
rection until the street was almost impassable, 

Sergt. Cudmore of the Central Station heard 
the shot and ran to Norton’s assistance and 
together they brought the fellow in. The man 
at whom Norton shot ran north on Clark 
street to the alley near the Grand One) 
House, where he turned east. 

Discovered He Was Wounded. 

Ex-Detective William Farrel was standing 
near by, and having heard the shot and seeing 
the fellow running at once gave chase, As they 
reared the center of the block the thief stopped 
and, pointing his revolver toward the crowd 
which followed at Farrel’s heels, ordered it to” 
fall back. It did so, when Farrel darted for- 
ward ani, — the weapon from the fel- 
low’s hand, seized him by the collar. 

It was an easy matter to hold him, for he 
eould scarcely stand. On arriving at the sta- 
tion it was discovered-that Detective Norton’s 
bullet had entered just back of his left earand , 
prong See had lodged in his cheek. 

Kk. McMartia was called and said the 
wound would probably prove fatal. He 
dressed the injury and the fellow was removed 
tothe County Hospital. He gave his name 
as John Parker, but he is known to the pulice 
as George Williams. His picture 1s in the 
rogues’ gallery and he is known to be a des- 
perate all-around thief.

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HOW THE BUILDING ORDINANCE. 
IS VIOLATED IN CHICAGO, 


Mrs. M. Stark Has Transformed a Decayed 


One-Story Barn Into a Two-Story and 
Basemeut Frame Dwelling and Saloon 
—Two Small Sheds Said to Have Been 
*“ Repaired” Into a Livery Barn—The 
Ordinance Bearing on Tumble-Down 
Buildings—A Scheme Foiled. | 
Violations of the ordinance against the erec- 
tion of frame buildings inside the fire limits 
are not confined to the Northwest Side, 3 
Years ago certain quarters of the city were 
built up with cheap frame cottages, many of 
which were little better than sheds, As time 
rolled on these have fallen into ruins. Mean- 
while the fire limit ordinance has been passed. 
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308 WEST TWELFTH STREET, 
The owners of these tumble-down shanties or 
their contractors are the ones who have vio- 
lated the ordinance, and such violations can 
be found in almost every foreign quarter of 
the city. 

‘These owners have in almost every instance 
secured permits to repair their buildings, and, 
with that as an excuse, have ‘repaired ”’ 
sheds into three-story tenement houses, chick- 
en-coops‘into barns, and cow-sheds into livery 
stables. o | 

Sec. 1,506 of the Revised City Ordinances, 
providing for the repair of frame buildings, 
reads as foilows: 

it shall be unlawful to repair any frame build- 
ing within the limits of the City of Chicago 
when such buildings shall’ have been damaged 


by fire or decay to the extent of 50 per cent of the 
value of such building. 

Sections 1,507, 1,508 and 1,509 provide that the 
Commissioner of Buildings shall be the judge 
as to the amount of such damage, and from 
his decision the owners or neighbors may take 
an appeal to an arbitrating committee, 

Mrs. M. Stark, who owns buildings on the 
northeast corner of West -Fourteenth and 
Johnson streets, transformed a decayed one- 
story barn, which she said was so rotten it. 
would hardly stand,up, into a two-story and 
basement frame dwelling and saloon. Not only

did she increase the height of the -barn, but 
also its length. On the same lot stands a two- 
story dwelling which was formerly a one-story 
cottage. Both these alterations were made 
last fall. Mrs. Stark says that she secured a 
permit and that the inspector said her. houses 
were all right. 

Patrick Gary of No. 152 Johnson street, 
half a block north of Mrs, Stark’s, is not a bit 
behind hisneighbor. He * repaired ”’ his one- 
story cottage into a two-story and basement 
dwelling, mostof which is new. In doing this 
job a piazza which formerly ran along the 
side of the old cottage was incorporated into 
the new house. But this is not the worst of 
it. A few feet back of his house towers up 
a big red livery barn. Neighbors say 
that this barn until last summer was 
represented by two small sheds and that Gary 
only had a permit to repair these sheds. Gary 
could not be found, 

‘*Matth.’’ Schinitt, who keeps a saloon at 
West Twelfth and Morgan streets, ‘s said to 
have attempted to violate the ordinance, but 
George R. Windiat, a wide-avske neighbor, 
notified Commissioner ©’Neil, and the “ re- 
pairs’? were not made. Mr, Windiat tells the 
story as follows: : 

“A number of years ago Schmitt got a per- 
mit to build an open shed for a marble-yard. 
Then he closed it upand made a carpenter- 
shop of it. As soon as he did this my 
insurance was raised. Then he got a 
lot of Jews in (there who’ kept 
two horses in the rear. There — is 
no sewer in -the place and the stench soon be- 
caine unbearable, Then a few weeks ago he 
started to extend his shop to the rear by a big 
frame addition that would have occupied near- 
ly }the whole of thelot. The place is com- 
pletely hidden and the carpenters worked 
away without molestation from) anybody. 
Finally we reported the case to Commissioner 
O’Neil and Schmitt was stopped. Several 
times @ter that the men went quietly to work 
again.” Every time they did we reported 
ae and the permit to build a shed was re- 
voked.’

How the Idea First Came to Him Three 
Years Ago—The Golden Gate City’s Meat 
Supply as Poor as That of a Country 
Village—Others Interested in the Project 
-—The Recent Whisky-Trust Troubles— 
How They Came About and the Kesult of 
the Recent Meeting. 


Surrounded by all the comforts of home 
Nelson Morris left yesterday afternoon via 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railway, 
in his private car, for a six months’ tour 
through the West. He was accompanied by 
his wife, his daughte*# Maude, Mrs, Rothschild 
and son, and Mrs. Nathan Hofheimer. 

Mr. Morris talked of the object of his trip 
to a reporter for Taz Trisune; told how the 
idea of establishing the stock-yards, packing- 
houses, and canning-factories at San Fran- 
cisco originated with him, and explained the 
workings of the whisky trust. He said: 

“Tam going direct to San Francisco. 1] 
shall be gone six months and will make this 
a pleasure trip. Ihave been under a great 
strain and find that Iam in need of rest. At 
San Francisco my time will be occupied with 


the interests of the new stock-yards there, in . 


which I am one of the largest stockholders, 
Prominent business-men of this city, Omaha, 
and San Franciscu are also interested in the 
enterprise, as weli as Mr. Greenhut of Peoria, 
Among the Chicago stockholders are P. D, 
Armour, George B. Swift, and my son 
Peter E, 
Iler, Mr. Kuoz the banker, and Mr. 
Creighton, a prominent iron man, are holders 
of large blocks of stock. Miller Lux, Mr. 
Lillienthal and Mr. Crocker, and the majority 
of the largest butchers in San Francisco-are 
interested there. C. W. Swith, formerly Vice- 
President of the Atchison road, will be our 
General Manager. 


inception of the San Francisco Idea. 

“The idea of establishing a stock-yards at 
San Francisco came to me three years ago. 
At that time I was making an extended tour 
through Southern California. I was looking 
afte: the interests of the Atchison road, in 
which Iam a stockholder, and also after my 
health. I stopped at the Coronado Beach Ho- 
| Cal., and, by the way, 
was the first person who registered there. The 
hotel was all right in every respect except one. 
That was the beef served to the guests, which 
did not suit my palate. 1 went to Mr. Babcock, 
the manager, ana asked him where he pur- 
chased his meats. He informed me that he 
bought them at San Diego, and I advised him 
to order his meat supply. from ’Frisco, which 
he did. A few days later the meats arrived, 
and upon examination we found tnem to be 
even worse than those the hotel had been buy- 
ing at San Diego. 

‘** Disappointed to see my recommendation 
had teen such a failure, I resolved to go to 
San Francisco to investigate the facilities the 
city possessed for handling the meat trade. 
After spending considerable time, I found 
San Francisco one hundred years behind 
any other metropolitan city in the United 
States. The slaughtering was done after the 
inanner of villagers; each butcher, in what is 
called butcher town, did his own killing. 
They spoiled che meat before they slaughtered 
the cattle. The animals were driven to the 
slaughter-house with horses, and were ex- 
hausted and overheated before the bull-rope 
was put around their neck. Then, after 
knocking them in the head, while lying on the 
ground, instead of cutting their throat they 
stuck them in the neck, just like we do the 
hogs atthe Stock-Yards here. The entire 
process was crude inthe extreme. Nothing 
except: the meat, skin, and liver was utilized 
of the beeves, the balance being thrown into 
the river. I calculated that.in this manner at 
least $4 was wasted with every head of cattle 
slaughtered at that time. The killing of 
hogs was done at Chiratown, and there, if 
anything, the state of affairs was worse. 
was astonished at the total ignorance of all 
modern appliances and economy, which was 
evident wherever I turned. 

A Great Opportunity. 

‘**T foresaw a great future for a business 
conducted on a proper basis of economy and 
detailed Mr. ler of Omaha to purchase land 
in the vicinity of San Francisco. The first 
purchase made was a large tract of land 
owned at that time by Miller & Lux, who ran 
a sort of a summer garden near Baten, a 
suburb eight miles from San Francisco. They 
became stockholders in the enterprise, and from 
that time on we have been quietly purchas- 
ing adjoining properties, until now we own 
between 3,000 and 4,000 acres of land at Baten. 
The majority of the San Francisco butchers 
have pledged themselves to give us their 
trade, and we shall inaugurate a great reform 
in the meat trade of the coast. e will be 
close to China and Australia, where our ex- 
ports will go, and will receive consignments 
of all the live stock fromthe adjoining ter- 
ritories which formerly was shi to Kansas 
City and Omaha. Arizona Territory and 
Washifigton, for instance, will find it more 
profitable to ship to San Francisco than any 
other point. The stock-yards and buildings are 
fairly under way and will be completed before 
many months. They will: be eanippen with 
the latest and most improved machinery and 
will be a model in every respect. An electric- 
car line and a railroad running dummy trains 
are now in operation between the yards and 
San Francisco. I shall devote some of my 
time to looking after the canning’ factories 
whnle there.”’ 

In speaking of the whisky trust Mr. Morris 
explained his connection with it from the be- 
ginning and told how the Eastern stockhold- 
ers with a speculative view nearly caused its 
collapse in endeavoring to have it managed 
in their own way; how he turned the tables 
on them by selling out, and of his resignation 
and reacceptance of the Presidency of the 
Cattle-Feeding company. He said: 

The Whisky Trust Troubles. 

“When I took the affairs of the Cattie- 
Feeding company under my management 
its stock was held mainly by myself and 
my friends. Some of my employés, young 


men who were’ seeking profitable in- 
vestments for their . savings, bought 
some stock upon my advice, having im- 
plicit confidence in my management. 


It is a fact that I have never made a failure 
of any enterprise in which I was interested. 
The business was managed in a conservative 
way and we were making large profits, East- 
ern men were anxious to buy our stock, and 
ever since last October they have been buying 
up all the stock that came within their reach, 
They had no interest, only speculative desires, 
in getting the control, and wanted to run the 
affairs of the comps with that object in 
view. The price of spirits always kept pace 
with the fluctuations of corn, and I was in 
favor of reducing prices as that cereal de- 
clined. The Eastern stockholders opposed 
this policy and sent out misleading and in- 
flating reports of the affairs of the company. 
In one of their circulars they stated that our 
protits were $500,000 a month, which was an 
exaggeration of 40 per-cent. The rise of the 
stock encouraged several distillers to embark 
in the business, and new distilleries were built 
in several cities. A new distillery commenced 
operations at St. Louis, two at_Pekin, Ill, 
and one at Nebraska City. A distillery at 
Cincinnati which had been destroyed by fire 
was also rebuilt. These new competitors 
began to undersell us, and made an agreement 
with our patrons to take up our rebate certi- 
ticates. They reduced the price three cents a 
gallon. . 

“Aftera great deal of persuasion I suc- 
ceeded in convincing the Eastern stockholders 
that a reduction was necessary, and succeeded 
in obtaining a reduction of two cents a gallon. 
However, this was not sufficient, and firding 
that I had to contend against a speculative lot 
of stockholders, with no regard for legitimate 
husiness, I decided to withdraw my interests. 
I got my friends and employés who had 
stock together and quietly unloaded all the 
stock in our, possession. This, and the handing 
in of my resignation and that of Mr. Greenhut, 
upset the keenest calculation of the Eastern 
men. They found that we were too smart for 
them. I have been urged to reaccept the 
Presidency and have done so. I shall con- 
tinue to run the business in scch a manner as 
I see fit, and have no fear of being interfered 
with by the Eastern faction in the future. 

Referring to the suit of the Shufeldts, Mr.

THE WITHDRAWAL OF MR. BLAINE. 

In a letter of a féw lines addressed to the 
Hon. James S. Clarkson, Chairman of the 
Republican National committee, Mr. Blaine 
positively announces this morning that he is 
“not a candidate for the Presidency,’ and 
that his name “will not go wefore the 
Republican National cenvention for the 
nomination.”’: The announcement is definite 
and unequivocal, and those who believe in 
Mr. Blaine sufficiently to wish that he might 
be the candidate will accept his words as final. 
We expect to hear from those who are accus- 
tomed to annoy Mr. Blaine with reflections upon 
his candor that his letter means something 
different from what .itseems to mean. We 
shall be told by these interpreters of subtle- 
ties that Mr. Blaine might_ have chosen plain- 
er language, that he might have said he 
*‘ would not accept the nomination if it should 
be tendered to him,” or that he “did 
not wish his name to be _ considered 
by the convention under any  circum- 
stances,” andsoon. But it is scarcely worth 
while now to argue with those who claim no 
distinction except that arising from their as- 
sociation as friends or enemies with Mr. 
Blaine’s past. political career. 

His wise supporters will accept his letter as 
having been written without reserve, and they 
will not impute insincerity to him because 
he has never yet learned how to be ungra- 
cious. 

The withdrawal of Mr. Blaine was not un- 
expected. It has been looked for by some of 
his immediate triends for several months. 
The situation has pointed it out with reason- 
able plainness since Mr. Blaine’s return to 
his post of duty at Washington. He could 
not remain a member of Mr. Harrison’s 
official family and be a candidate against 
the head of it. Mr. Blaine is officially 
the right arm of the administration, 
and while he consented to serve in that ca- 
pacity: he could not strike against its 
head. Besides, the state of Mr. Blaine’s 


well known to be such that he requires some 
indulgence as tou work—some protection from 
the ceaseless importunities of officeseekers— 
and some relief from the grave responsibili- 
ties of active political leadership. Mr. Blaine’s 
present office is congenial to him; he is able 
to discharge its duties without taxing his 
strength severely, and it puts him into rela- 
tions with his own and other governments that 
enable him to be useful to his country. 
He is not neglectful of the opportunity 
of associating his name in the minds of his 
fellow-citizens (without regard to party) with 
ideas of broad patriotism and statesmanship. 
In withdrawing from active political strite he 
will lay broader than ever the foundations of 
his own fame. : 

The consequences of Mr. Blaine’s with drawal 
need not be elaborately considered now. To 
Tas Trisvune it seems to point unerringly to 
the renomination of President Harrison. No 
other candidate has as yet raised his head 
high enough above the surface to  at- 
tract widespread public attention. 
There are ‘ some * favorite sons ”’ 
| who claim that in June they 
| will appear at Minneapolis with “solid” 
State delegations behind them; but the calcu- 
lations of some of them are manifestly erro- 
neous, and others will find their valor sloyly 
oozing away as the spring advances. Unless 
there is soon a great change in the political 
situation we shall look for no serious opposi- 
tion to President Harrison’s renomination at 
Minneapolis. 
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STATE TREASURER’S EVASIVE 
STATEMENT. 

When the present State Treasurer was nom- 
inated by the Democrats it was on the dis- 
tinct understanding that he should turn into 
the Treasury any money that might come in- 
cidentally into his hands owing to the fact 
that he was the custodian of the funds of the 
State. It was alleged that preceding Treas- 
urera had received large sums over and above 
their salaries because they had the handling 
of Iilinois funds, It was-desired that the 
State might get the benefit of those incidental 
receipts, and hence Mr, Wilson’s nomination 
was accompanied by what was understood to 
be a pledge from him that all he might re- 
ceive over and above his salary would be 
turned into the Treasury.

INSURANCE AND FREE SILVER. 

Tue Trirsung recently called attention to 
the fact that life insurance policies for an ag- 
gregate of about $4,000,000,000 are now in 
force in the United States, and that in the 
event the free coinage of silver be adopted 
every one of these policies will be paid in de- 
preciated dollars when. due, . The provision 
made for the support of wife and children in 
case that husband and father be taken away 
by death will be scaled down at least 30 per 
cent, and the widows and orphans be robbed 
of that large part of their protection by the 
wild fellows who fancy they would be bene- 
fited by sinking toa silver basis and driving 
out gold. Is this result wished by the Amer- 
ican people, or would they consent to it if the 
matter were submitted to them in such shape 
that they could understand the issue? 

But this is far from being the whole of the 
enormity that would be perpetrated by the 
adoption of free coinage. Thirteen months 
ago there was in force in the United States an 
aggregate of policies of fire insurance for the 
sum of $15,308,528,081. A large part of this 
was paid for three to five years im advance, 
that being the most popular mode of effect- 
ing insurance against fire. Probably as much 
is paid in premiums for terms of more than 
five years as on single terms of twelve months 
each, and the amount of insurance now in force 


So there is outstanding at least fifteen billions 
of fire insurance, which would not be worth 
as much by 30 per cent in case of the adoption 
of free coinage. Allowing for a fair 
proportion of 
and some $220,000,000 of marine busi- 
ness, we have in round numbers a total 
of twenty billion dollars, which it is in effect 
proposed to reduce by 30 per cent. That six 
billions of reduction is vastly more than the 
claimed aggregate of indebtedness on farms 
in the whole of the United States, and far ex- 
ceeds the total of the gain which the debtors 
of this country could hope to make by the 
depreciation. Thus, in so far as the insurance is 
guaranteed by capitalists over and above 
what has been paid by insurers, the change 
would be directly to the advantage of the 
‘former. That very class against which it is 
proposed to discriminate by the adoption of 
cheap dollars is the one that would most dis- 
tinctly gain by it. In other directions also 
they owe money rather than own it, so that 
there, too, they would gain by the success of | 
the silver movement. 

The question to be asked is—are the insur- 
ers of the United States willing to bear this 
cutting down? Are they prepared to accept a 
reduction of 30 per cent in the value of the 
insurance already purchased with good 
money? Do they know that the payment | 
made on a life policy would only buy for the | 
survivors about two-thirds as much as would | 
the same number of dollars if the prosent 
basis were maintained intact? Are they | 
aware that in case of total loss by fire of a 
building now insured at its real value they 
would only be able to pay with the insurance 
76 per cent of the cost of erecting a new one 
in the event of free silver coinage being 
adopted? Do they stop to think that the same 
rule would apply toeach of the many thous- 
ands of stocks of goods in _ stores 
and . warehouses, and furniture in 
the homes of workers, because the 
loss being paid in depreciated dollars it would 
take a greater number of those dollars to put 
as good an array of merchandise or furniture 
in the place of that burned up? ‘They cannot 
have pauseda moment to think of these 
things. It is not possible that they could ap- 
preciate the consequences of free coinage in 
the single matter of insurance and/ then go 
and vote for it. The average voter isnot such 
a dolt as that. If he favors the free coinage 
of silver he does so because he is ignorant of 
the evils it would bring in its train, and be- 
cause misled by designing demagogues he is 
prepared to indorse one of the most mis- 
chievous measures that ¢ can be advocated,

DEADHEAD ELEVATORS. 

It 18 proposed to cali a State waterway con- 
vention to meet at Albany March 2. The prin- 
cipal object appears to be to bring to bear a 
pressure against the confinuous extortion al- 
leged to be rracticed by the elevator combines 
of New York and Buffalo. In the latter city | 
there are no less than twenty-five grain eleva- | 
tors which are closed under the operations of | 
& pool to enable the remaining ones to charge |

cheaply by the use of steam shovels than when 
the low rate contented the proprietors. If 
the old charge were a reasonable one at the 
time it ought to be enough now,’ and’ if so the 
total extortion at both ports over and above | 
free competition rates is $17 per 1,000 bushels. |

kind of grain forms an average boat load on 
the canal or vessel cargo on lake or ocean | 
ean figure out for himseit the amount of toll | 
that is thus paid to a combination formed for 
the express purpose of milking the trade, and | 
which is doing so contrary to law. | 

It is also claimed that besides this unmerci- | 
ful exaction the Erie-Hudson commerce has 
suffered a joss of many millions of dollars by | 
the railroad companies which control the ele-| 
vator pool at Buffalo. Last season during the 
rush of grain at that point they kept idle| 
about twenty-five storage, tower, and floating 
elevators simply because they had no rail 
connections, though every one of those ele-| 
vators was built expressly for transferring | 
grain from vessels to canalboats. With the 
railroad companies holding this advantage | 
ovér the Erie-Hudson waterway they can | 
render $200,000,000 worth of property useless 
at their own sweet will, and place thousands 
of canal craft in the same predicament.

MR. SPRINGER’ 8 FREE WOOL BILL. . 
It was stated some weeks ago that Mr.

It seems that while nearly all the Democrats 


are agreed that the duty should be taken off 


wool, they differ widely as to the amount of 
protection which should be left tu the manu- 
facturers of woolens. Tax Trisvune antici- 
pated something of this kind. It pointed out 
long ago that it would not be an easy matter 
for the majority iu the House to agree on a 
new tariff for woolens and worsteds, and that 
they would find it a much easier matter to 
take up some such manufactured article as 
cotton ties and provide for free-listing that. 
Then the question to be settled would be the 
simple one of protection or no protecnon, 
whereas if they attempted to decide as to the 
amount of protection which should be given 
in a great and complicated industry like the 
woolens one, they would get snarled! up. 

That is what has happened, and Mr. Spring- 
er says the committee will have to defer ac- 
tion on the bill until the Census Bureau has 
furnished a mass of infaqrmation relating to 
the woolens business. It will certainly be 
some time before that information is com- 
piled and furnished. When the ¢ommittee 
does get it the Democratic Presidential conven- 
tion will be near at hand and the members 
will be thinking of that'tnd of their own re- 
nominations rather than of the tanffi. Even 
if the Census Bureau were able to |hand over 
its statistics tomorrow different members of 
the commiuttee and of the House would inter- 
pret them in different ways. One set would 
say that they justified much less protection 
and another set only a little less. 

So Mr. Springer in «giving notice that he 
will begin operations with the binding twine 
or the lumber bill practically gives notice that 
it will be a leng time before his free-wool bill 
is reached.

NO MONOPOLY OF INVENTIVE GENIUS.

The limited time 1] had for preparation does not 
permit me to deal with the question of patents. 
Suffice it to say that Mr. Eddy, a member of this 
club, claims that three-fifths of the personal 
wealth of our country is the result of patents. 
This proves that the inventive genius of the past 
and present is monopolized by a few, 


Assuming it to be true that three-fifths of 
the personal wealth of the country is due to 
inventions, on some of which patents are in 
force now, while on most of them they have 
expired, it can be said with equal truth that 


three-fifths of the personal comfort and well- | 


being of Mr. Schiiling and every other work- 
ingman are due to inventions which have been 
or are protected by patents, and which owed 
their existence largely to the fact that patent 
laws held out rewards to successful inventors, 

A part of the personal wealth of this coun- 
try isdue to the inventions covered=by the 
patents granted to Arkwright and Hargreaves, 
The value of the cotton crop of this country 
would be small indeed but tor the improve- 
ments in spinning machinery made by them 
and other inventors, Their patents were dead 
long ago, but their inventions and those of 
others furnish work to tens of thousands and 
cheap clothing“to millions. But | for the in- 
ventors and the machinery they have devised, 
largely under the stimulus of patent laws, it 
would take Mr. Schilling’s entire wages to 


keep him poorly clothed. 


Sewing machines belong to ““the inventive 
genius of the past,”’ for the patents on them 
have run out. But the results of that inventive 
genius which created them afte not monopo- 
lized by afew, but are the property of all. 
The Goodyear patents are at mn end, and 
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1 every time Mr. Schilling berets | pair of rub- | 


bets he has the. benefit of Goodyear’s labors 


without its costing him acent. And so it is 


with a hundred other paterts. 

During the life of a patent the inventor or 
its owner who has risked his money in it 
sometimes makes large sums. But gven whue 
a patent lasts the public 1s the chief bene~ 
ficiary of the invention. The machine for 
sewing shoes made money for its inventor, 
hut it cheapened the price of shoes to every 
workingman in spite of the royalties paid by 
manufacturers. On the expiration of the 
patent every one will get his shoes a little 
cheaper yet. 

Mr. Schillig is one of the benetetbites a 
the inventive spirit of Europe and America. 
Thousands of men, long ago dead, have spent 
weary héurs over discoveries which have given 
him cheaper food and clothing and more 
work, and he ought to be thankful that the 
state of society is such that thousands ot other 
mea are working vow to confer on his de- 
scendants even greater blessings than he him- 
self enjoys.

THE DENVER FAI.URE. 

The failure of the Western Farm Mortgage 
and Trust company, located at Denver, is a 
bad break in more senses than one, It prom- 
ises to net a heavy loss to confiding investors, 
and to expose methods that apparently be- 
long to the criminal class of operations. Had 
the business been conducted in a legitimate 
way the affairs of the company should now be 
prosperous, as the crop abundance of last 
year, much of which has been sold at good 
prices, has enabled a great many farmers to 
pay up and others to cancel a large portion of 
their indebtedness. At no former time have 
the persons who hold farm mortgages re- 
ceived so many applications as within the last 
few months for permission to pay off the 


‘debt before maturity. 


If the statements made in the Denver dis- 
patch be correct the company did not operate 
on business principles. If the mortgages 
were sold at a premium to Eastern investors 
they must have been issued at afflictively high 
rates of interest, and if the company guaran- 
teed their payment that in itself was an un- 
safe feature. It may be inferred, however, 
that much of the money was loaned on lands 
in the semi-arid regiofis, and in larger 
amounts than the property is worth. It has 
been found that some other companies made 
a practice of taking a commission from the 
borrower in the shape of a percentage on the 
amount loaned. This made it to their inter- 
est to lend on insufficient security and to that 
they paid little attention, allowing the land to 
be sold in thousands of cases for non-payment 


| of taxes after it had been deserted by-the bor- 


rower. It is believed that in not a few in- 
stances these loans have been negotiated with 
a distinct knowledge on the part of the offi- 
cials that the land pledged was considered 
worth more for borrowing then for farmmg 
purposes. In other words, there was no in- 
tention to cultivate or otherwise improve it 
further than was necessary for obtaining - the 
money from the lending companies, which at 
once sent the paper East for sale to contiding 
investors. 

With scarcely an exception those investors 
in farm mortgages are persons of small means, 
so small that the purchase of one or two mort- 
gages exhausted their surplus which had been 
accumulated by the slow process of putting 
by a dollar or more per week or month out 
of payments for services rendered. These 
persons took for truth the representations 
made to them that the security was all right, 
and looked upon it as a safe investment, equal 
to that in government bonds. The man who 
owns hundreds of thousands of dollars does 
not as a rule care to “‘ bother” himself with 
the handling of such small sums. He prefers 
to lend his cash in larger lumps, and fur that 
reason the great bulk of the farm mortgages 
are held by persons to whom the money paid 
for the paper constitutes nearly their all 

It would be little short of a public calamity 
if it turns out that people of this class have been 
robbed at wholesale. If they are the victims 
of aconfidence game played on them by the 
managers of the now defunct concern at Den- 
ver it would be an enormous wrong to society 
not to punish the guilty ones to the full ex- 
tent allowed by the law. There should be no 
parleying in the matter and no mistaken 
leniency. If on investigation it shall be found 
that the officials have conducted a swindling 
shop which made a business of milking work- 
ing people at the East of their hard-earned sav- 
ings they deserve the penitentiary, and nothing 
short of that will satisfy ‘he demands of out- 
raged justice.

The Law Disregarded in a Number of 
Places Visited—What Purchases in Shops 
on State Street Revealed—North Side 
Dealers Whéd Sell Butterine When 
Asked for Butter—How the Packages 
Are Pat Up—Provisions of the Law and 
Penalties for. Violation. 

A'late cablegram says: ‘The Czar has dis- 
played extreme anger upon learning of the 
adulteration of the food intended for the 
starving peasants. It is reported that the 
principal municipal authorities are to be dis- 
missed in consequence @ these disclosures. 
Three agents at Odessa have been arrested for 
having sold adulterated grain!” ; 

More than one Chicago dealer in the neces- 
saries of life has reason to congratulate him- 
self that he is not a subject of the Czar of all 
the Russias. Visions of the knout and the 
Siberian miners would rise before him if such 
were the case. ' 

Probably no common article of food is 
more adulterated in this country than butter. 
Many people know a. it is not possible to 
get rn good article of butter, especially in a 
city, without paying a round price for it at 
most seasons of the year. There are others 
who are likely to be deceived into purchasing 
a counterfeit believing it to be the genuine 
article, and no one hkes to be duped into buy- 
ing what he does not call for. It was for the 
protection of the public that the Oleomar- 
garine law of 1886 was passed. ‘ 

Whether oleomargarine and other substi- 
tutes for butter are wholesome or not most 
persons who have been accustomed to the 
genuine article churned from cream are not 
partial to the idea of eating suine, oleomar- 
garine, oil, oleo, butterine, lardime, neutral, 
or any conceivable compound of any of these 
substa’ cos. 

The Oleomargarine act defines butter as the 
article made wholly from milk or cream, or 
from milk and cream, and classes all the 
counterfeits and compounds under the gener- 
al name of oleomargarine. 

The same act provides for the plain mark- 
ing of oleomargarine packages—whether 
wholesale or retail—and the quantity of the 
articie they contain. It also provides severe 
penalties for all dealers who mislead custom- 
ers into buying oleomargarine when they do 
not want it. The city ordinances, too, require 
-the branding of all substitutes for butter. 

Besides, oleomargarine must not be taken 
out of an “original package,’’ except for im- 
mediate delivery to a customer, and must be 
plainly branded. 

Laws Carelessly Observed. 

Taz Trrpung became aware that the oleo- 
margarine law was being carelessly observed 
and some of its provisions violated outright. 
Accordingly reporters were sent out to pur- 
chase oleomargarine as butter, and see how 
careful’ retailers are in handling the article. 
The results are given below:

“IT didn’t call for a prescription; I called 
for butter, and this is not what I asked for.’’ . 

But it was hardly worth while to make to 
muchof arow over 16 cents. Mr. Bloch’s 
label was likewise in pale pink ink on light 
brown paper. | 

At No. 68 State street, where sample No. 3 
was purchased, a woman was running the 
business and there was a large package con- 
taining probably twelve pounds, not in rolls 
but in bulk. It was selling at 22 cents. The 
woman weighed out a pound, put it quickly 
into a little wooden boat with a deftness that 
amounted almost to legerdemain, wrapped it 
up in light brown paper, and tied up the 
package. While receiving his change the 
reporter casually inquired : 

‘+ What’s oleomargarine worth?” 

‘Twenty-seven cents.”’ 

It seemed strange that butter should be 
quoted five cents lower than oleomargarine. 
It gave the impression that people could get 
butter—genuine butter—fcr less than imita- 
tion. The package when opened, however, 
bore the fatal words on the bottom of the 
boat: ** Pounds Oleomargarine.”’ 

No. 68 State street is kept by N. J. Schnor. 

A Dealer with Some Candor. 

There is no, name over the door at No, 50 
State street. There was exposed for sale a 
roll which was clearly winter dairy butter of 
the color of milk. The roll. was not in an 
original package. On ashelf was one of the 
familiar ** original packages ’’ opened. Point- 
ing toward it the reporter asked: ‘* What’s 
that worth?” 

*(), that’s butterine, and it’s worth 20 cents 
a pound.”’ 

This was the first case where butterine was 
offered for sale butterine. Being asked 
the reason the deale? said: 

“Tf a man calls for butter I give him but- 
ter: if for butterine he gets butterine, A 
dealer is liable to a $1,000 fine for seiling but- 
terine for butter. I deal a good deal in dairy 
butter which comes direct from a farm.” 

The basement of Nos. 42 and 44 State street, 
Harper Bros., contained quite an assortment 
of original packages. From one of these a 
sample was purchased at 16 cents. The dealer 
wrapped it up im perfectly plain brown paper 
and handed it over. Then | 

‘This isn’t butterine, is it? 

* Of course it’s butterine.’”’ 

‘‘ But I called for butter?”’

I suppose under ‘the law 
I woula have been subjected’ to 
a $50 fine, except for my innocent 
ignorance. ow, as to 'the inducements or 
lack of inducements for intentionally vio- 
lating the law. Dealers make a profit of two 
cents on a 15-cent package of butterine, three 
-cents on a 20-cent package, aud four cents on 
a 26-cent package. On butter, ordinarily at 
this season ranging from 25 cents to 
35 cents, the profit is four cents. 
Now, nine-tenths of the consumers don’t 
want to pay over 15 cents, and the 
tenth is divided between those who are will- 
ing to pay from 25 cents/to 35 cents for but- 
ter. What inducement pecuniarily have I to 
deceive the larger proportion of my custom- 
ers, Or, in fact, any of them? I represent 
butterine to be butter 1 make nothing more 
thaniif 1 represent it correctly. ind, too, I 
cannot deceive an intelligent customer. Noone 
can cook with butterine and fail to detect the 
difference between it and butter. How lon 
do you suppose the deceived customer would 
continue with me? With a knowledge of the 
resulting fine and the absence of the greater 
protit, what dealer is likely to assume the 
risk? Few, ifany,in my estimation. Some 
remote dealers rather than louse a customer 
may be foolish enough to sell butterine for 
butter when they have no butter. ‘This may 
also result in the same portions of the city 
where the trade of a dealer is not regular or 
uniform, where a customer rarely @alls a sec- 
ond time—such a trade, for instance, as the 
5-cent trade, where they buy 5 cents worth of 
butterine, 5 cents worth of meat, coffee, and 
ail the other essentials necessary to make a 
scant meal for the household.”’ 


Features of the Oleomargarine Law. 


The features of the oleomargarine law, to- 
gether with the regulations under it adopted by 
the Secretary of the Tfeasury, are not univer- 
sally known. Even in the trade there have been 
violations of some provisions, through igno- 
rance no doubt, although ignorance pf the law 
is no legal excuse. A brief résumé of the law 
and the regulations concerning the manufact- 
ure and sale of oleomargarine is therefore 
given. na! 

Manufacturers of oleomargarine are re- 
quired to pay a special tax of $600, whole- 
salers $480, and retailers $48 per annum The 
manufacturer must give a $5,000 bond, must 
put» up the product in firkins, tubs, 
or other wooden packages, not be. 
fore used for this purpose, and each 
containing not less than ten pounds, 
He must affix a coupon internal revenue 
stamp at the rate of two cents a pound to each 
package; also a notice warning 4ll persons 
not to use the package for oledmargarine 
again, nor the stamp; nor to remove the con- 
terits without destroying the stamp.

A Dead Letter in Ohicago. 


The requirement as to showing the quantity 
seems to be a dead letter in Chicage. 

The words “‘ pound ” and “ oleomargarine.”’ 
and the designation of the quantity contained 
must be so placed as to be plainly visible to 
the purchaser at the time the package is de- 
livered : 

Illegible or concealed marks and brands are not 
those contemplated by the law and regulations. 
it will not be deemed a compliance with this reg- 
ulation if the word “oleomargarine’’ and the 
other required words and figures shall be illegibly 
branded or printed or so placed as to be concealed 
from view by being on the inside of the package, 
or by folding in the stamped portion of the paper 
sheet used for wrapping or otherwise. The re- 
quired words ana figures must be legibly printed 
or branded and conspicuously placed, and no 
other word or business card shoulda be placed in 
juxtaposition thereto so as to divert attention 
from the fact that the contents of the package 
are wholly oleomgrgarine. 

Black ink must be used on white or light-colored 
paper or wood. ‘The color of the ink with which 
the words are printed must be in the strongest 
contrast to the color of the package. 

The penalty imposed upon retail dealers for 
knowingly selling or offering to sell oleo- 
margarine in any other form than in new 
wooden or paper packages is a fine not to ex- 
ceed $1,000, and imprisonment not to exceed 
two years. A reading of the foregoing will 
indicate at a glance the obvious intention of 
the statute that no person able to read and at 
all observant should be led into purchasing 
any counterfeit or imitation of butter with- 
out being fully warned what he is getting. 
The Federal statute makes no restriction as 
to oral statements by dealers. Nor does 
the State law concerning oleomargarine 
enacted at the last session. It simply re- 
quires that packages shall be plainly branded 
or marked, 

The city ordinances contain, besides, this 
section requiring the branding of all substi- 
tutes for butter: 

1665— Prohibited Sales: No person shall sell or 
offer for sale any compound, article, or thing, as 
butter, or representing or holding out the same 
ie butter, except wholly made from pure 

The penalty for violating any of the pro- 
visions of the ordinance is a fine of from $10 
to $100. The appointment of 4 butter and cheese 
inspector by the Mayor is authorized, but as

WHAT RELIGION IN POLITICS MEANS. 


The Views of Carroll D. Wright, Commis- 
missioner of Labor. 

Carroll D. Wright, Commissioner of Labor 
at Washington, D. C., who is giving a course 
of lectures on ‘‘ Statistics” ‘ before the Polit- 
ical Economy Department of Northwestern 
University, delivered his lecture on “‘ Religion 
in Politics” last night in the First M. E, 
Church of Evanston before a large audience: 
Among other things he said: 

As distinct from theology, religion is godliness 
or real purity in practice, consisting in the per- 


‘formance of all known duties to God and our fel- 


low-men and ourselves from love to God and his 
law. Politics, in the true sense, means the sci- 
ence of government, or that part of ethics which 
consists in the regulation and government of a 
nation or State for the preservation of its safety, 
peace, and prosperity, the augmentation of its 
strength and resources, and the protection of its 
citizens in their rights, with the preservation and 
improvement of their morals. : : 

Religion in politics means that line of action in 
human affairs which preserves the rights and 
conserves the peace and welfare of the greatest 
number; which requires of us the highest duty 
of obedience to God, loyalty to our own con- 
science, love to our neighbors, in which alone is 
to be found that political and material prosper- 
ity so eminently essential to the happiness of so- 
ciety. ’ 

We Americans have been called a nation of poli- 
ticians because all men have the right to seek and 
hold office. We are, and it enables us to hold our 
public men and ourselves to the strict line of ac- 
tion. Public men should have that element of re- 
ligion which carries us throvgh ail great trials 
and ores to them the courage at all times to do 
the right. 

Weakness in office means wickedness in office. 
In the consideration of this subject there are 
three obligations to be noticed. first—the obliga- 
tion of citizens to perform political duties; sec- 
ond, the obligation of officials to faithfully ad- 
minister their duties, and third, the obligation of 
nations to observe the great laws of humanity in 
the treatment s. their subjects and in ir 
dealings with weaker powers. ;

Those Behind the Redistricting Mavement 
—~Purposes of the Movers, 

The project to redistrict the prohibition por- 
tion of Hyde Park has advanced to the point 
where inany petitions are now in active circu- 
lation. To them several hundred signatures 
have been attached and the circulators think 
the movement has met with enough encour- 
agement to warrant them in the belief that 
they can in a short time petition the Council 
for a special election to decide the matter. In 
the prohibition district there are about 13,000 
voters and the men who are about to begin 
the fight for redistricting must get a large 
number of these before the petition will be 
entertained by the Council. 

Twelve petitions are now in circulation and 
to these it is estitnated 800 names have been 
signed. Those known so far in connection 
with the matter are John Brown, a resident of 
Woodlawn, who !was superintendant of water 
pipes under the last administration in Hyde 
Park, ran for Alderman on the Democratic 
ticket at the last election, and is now a mem- 
ber of the Democratic Central committee from 
the Thirty-fourth ward; a restaurant keeper 
named Morrison living in South Park; Patrick 
(Chambers, a real estate dealer in Hyde Park; 
Robert Haynes, living at Sixty-third street 
and Stony Island avenue and a Republican 
politician, and John Mooney, a billiard and 
pool room proprietor on Lake avenue near 
Fifty-fou rth street, 

The proposition is to redistrict the territory 
so that prohibition will be removed from 
the south pose of the Thirty-second Ward, 
This would take in South Park and Wood- 
lawn, the territory immediately contiguous to 
the World’s Fair grounds, and does not in- 
clude Kenwood nor the wealthier residence 
portion of Hyde Park. For business reasons, 
it 1s believed, many in this territory will sign 
the petition. To this favorable sentiment

Decline of American FE xports, 

As an illustration of the decline in the

HARVARD COLLEGE FLOURISHING, 


Annual Reports of President Eliot and 
Treasurer Hooper Submitted, 

The angual reports of President Charles W. 
‘Eliot and Treasurer Edward W. Hooper of 
Harvard College, for the year 1890-’91, has 
been submitted to the Board of Harvard 
Overseers. It is a carefully prepared state- 
ment of all educational and financial matters 
pertaining to the college. The report reveals 
an unusually satisfactory condition of affairs 
for the college, both in the faculties, the stu- 
dent body, and the financial affairs of Har- 
vard, and is a general indication that the 
great school rewmains firmly tortified in_ its 
position as the greatest of educational institu- 
tions of the United States. 

President Eliot’s report comes first in order 
of position. 


Lowell, who, at the tame of his death, was 
Smith professor of the French .and Spanish 
languages and literatures fnd. professor of 
belles-lettres, emeritus, and a member of 
pe Board of Overseers. Mr. Lowell’s con- 
ection with the college from 1856 until the 
time of his death 1s reviewed, and great 
loss that the college has sustained in 
his death is reflected by the President 
who for years had been his personal friend. 
The list of resignations and appointments of 
the year is discussed at length, and then the 
President gives a general view of the differ- 
ent departments of the college as set forth in

over 6 per cent of the classes of 1892, 1893, and 
1894 left. Harvard for various - reasons. during

The growth of the Lawrence Scientific 
School is aiso unusual. In 1885-’85 there were 
only fourteen students in the school. During 
1890-’91 there were eighty-eight. _ 

The report of the dean of the graduate 
school shows that there are now available for 
graduate students twenty-one fellowships and 
forty-seven scholarships, with a total annual 
income of $22,350. During the year 132 
students, of whom 117 were classed as resi- 
igs a ar were at work in the depart- 
ment. 

The divinity school was larger during last 


year than ever before, and a general improve- - 


ment was made in all the course of study. 

The law school has outgrown its oid quarters 
and the increase will necessitate the enlarging 
of the old hall or the building on of a new 
lecture room. The faculty has adopted new 
measures, however, that will tend to decrease 
the number of students, 

Development and advancement is also re- 
ported in the departments of medicine, den- 
tistry, and veterinary surgery. ‘The various 
laboratories and museums are reported to be 
inan unusually flourishing condition under 
the influence of a large number of generous 
bequests made during the last year. 

A remarkable increase in the number of 
students in general has taken place dur.ng 
the last five years. Between Oct. 1, 1887, 
and Oct. 1, 1891, the increase was 66, 
whereas in the ten years from 1877-78 
to 1887-88 the increase was only 335. At the 
beginning of the year 1891-’92 the inerease over 
the number of the preceding year was 387. 

The Treasurer’s statement shows that the 
proper income for the year, apart from gifts, 
was larger than ever before, and all the de- 
partments were peculiarly prosperous, 
though all had unsatisfied desires.

ARMOUR MISSION BATTALION DRILL, 


Bi.Monthiy Exercises Held in the 
Audience-Koom, 

“The Armour Mission Battalion of the 
Boys’ Army” attended a special religious 
service at the Mission House, Thirty-third 
street and Armour avenue, yesterday morn- 
ing. The services are held bi-monthly and 
are eagerly looked forward to by the Sunday- 
school cadets, for on these days prizes are 
distributed for efficiency in drill, good at- 
tendance, cleanliness, etc. 

At half-past 10 o’clock 160 boys, ranging 
in age from 12 to 18 years, “ fell in ” outside 
the mission and marched in single-file to the 
audience-troom. The platform, which was 
draped with American flags and before Which 
were rows of stacked rifles, was filled with a 
young girls’ choir, each girl wearing a yacht- 
ing cap and a canteen strapped across the 
shoulders, suggesting in a mild way a vivan- 
diere. | 

After the choir had sang the 117th Psalm, 
*“* Sound the Battle Cry,’’ Dr. Hayworth of 
the Young Men’s Christian Association ad- 
dressed the boys on the advantages to be de- 
rived from caring for the body. A sickly 
body. he said, was more prone to sin than a 
healthy body, and évery boy should strength- 
en his muscles by good healthful exercise 
such as they found in their drills, .which well 
fitted the:in to become soldiers of Jesus 
Christ. 

President W. R. Harper of the University of 
Chicago advised his youthful hearers to 
‘*make most of the mind.’’ He commenced 
by asking the boys to holdup their hands in 
answer to his questions. By this means he 
found out that half the cadets still attended 
school, and that three-quarters of that num- 
ber thought going to school was a bore. In 
spite ot this, however, every boy held up his 
hand when asked if he would have wished, had 
an opportunity been given him, to go to 
higher schools, to an academy, and subse- 
quently to college: orto a teghnical school 
where engineering and other sciences were 
taught. President Harper pointed out to the 
lads how closely connected the question of 
mind trainmg when young is to the future 
life of a man and advised them not to neglect 
their studies. #38 

“It is a good thing,’’ he said, ‘* because if 1s 
a duty that every boy of you owes to himself, 
his parents, and friends, because he knows 
that by preparing himself in school he can do 
better things for himself and for the world 
when he grows up. The most profitable thing 
you can do is to continue to cultivate your 
mind. Weare trying to build up a university 
for you in Chicago. There is no difficulty in 
finding the money; but it is a great difficulty 
to find men learned enough to earn the big 
salaries ready for them.” 

The Rev. Howard H. Russell, the pastor of 
the mission, quoted from Matthew xxxii.., 6; 
“Seek ye first the Kingdom of God and his 
righteousness, and all these thmgs shall be 
added to you.”’ ‘* There 1s something more 
than the culture of the body and mind, and 
that is the culture of the heart and soul. If 
we do this the culture of the mind and body 
will be added unto us.”’

The weekly report of the Columbian Asso- 
ciation of Housekeepers is as follows:: 


Some excellent recipes for cooking oysters: 
Never salt till just before removing from the 
fire as they will shrivel and harden. In frying, a 
little bakin y»wder added totke cracker crust 
or corn meal improves them. 

Broiled Oysters—Dry large oysters in a napkin 
and broil on a fine double wire broiler, turning 
frequently. Cook five minutes, then pper and 
salt and serve immediately on a hot plate with a 

ittle butter. 
i Bcoiled Oysters, New England—Select large 
oysters in the shell, clean shell thoroughly, lay 
them on the coals. When the shells open remove 
with oyster po = 4 there serve on half shell with 
oper, salt, and butter. 
"Fried re tiveia carefully, sprinkle with 
pepper and salt and cracker dust. Let them re- 
main fifteen minutes to absorb all moisture; then 
dip in beaten egg; then dip in cracker dust. Fry 
in clarified lard, hke doughnuts. Cook three 
minutes. Lay on brown paper to remove grease. 
Serve hot on hot plates. Small oysters ma be 
used by massing two or three, but they are not as 


tien Omelet—Add to half-cup of cream six 
eggs beaten very light, season with pepper and 
sait, and pour into a frying-pan with a table- 
spoon of butter. Drop in a dozen large oysters 
or small ones chopped with parsley; fry a hght 
brown. Double it over and serve immediately. 

Oyster Pie —Line a deep dish with puff paste; 
dredge with flour; pour in one pint of oysters; 
season with butter, salt, and pepper; sprinkle a 
little flour over; pour on some oyster liguor and 
cover with a crust. with a hole in the top for 
steam to escape... Bake thirty minutes. 

Plain Oyster Stew—Put the liquor from one 
quart of rs witha pintof cold water ina 
porcelain kettle; let it just boil, then skim thor- 
oughly; add the oysters ; let it boil up once; then 
pepper, and butter and add a few crackers,

Though a Baptist He Was the Leader of 
Many Communions Which Would Re- 
ject That Name-+-Unlearned and Not 
Eloquent, He Held Large Audiences by 
His Knowledgé' of Human Nature— 
Agitation Against the Edncation Bill 
Increasing—Cruelty to Soldiers. ‘a3

and an irreparable loss to th great relig- 
ious bodies in England who allow themselves 
to be grouped under the name of Noncon- 
formists. He was a Baptist, but he was the 
leader of many communions which would re- 
ject the name of Baptist. The whole non- 
conformist world looked to him as its chief. 
He was the one man among them who nad a 
hold on the people and on the popular imag- 
ination. 
His name wasa flag. There are other able 
men among these sects, many able men, many 
men of profound religious sense, of devotion, 
of learning, of high qualities; Mr. Spurgeon 
alone had acommanding name and a person- 
ality which made him a far-reaching force, 
He was not the most learned—he was not 
learned at all; nor the most adroit tactician, 
nor many other things; but he was Spurgeon. 
He was a great preacher because he preached 
year after year to great atidiences whom he 
held spellbouna, captivated, subdued, and 
obedient to his will. Not eloquent, perhaps, 
but he reached the ends at which elicedata 
aims by homely and foreible persuasiveness, 
by authority, py endless variety of manner, by 
knowledge of human nature, by ecceatricity, 
and above all by the intensity of his convic- 
tion and his unqueuchable ardor in the salva- 
tion of sc als. 
_ How many he saved 'the census does not tell 
us. _He had adinirable personal qualities and 
virtues, among which refinement was not one. 
But if he lacked delicacy he had strength, and 


‘the was so greata man that nobody can be 


named as likely to succeed to his influence or 
his authority. He deserves a fuller study than 
can be giyen hitn here, and I reserve most of 
what I haveto say about the great Wuritan 
preacher of this generation. 

Compromise on the Education Bill. 

The conflict over the new Prussian Educa- 
tion bill has ended for the present in a com- 
promise and a committee. The Ministerial 
crisis is tided over by the favorite device of 
modern diplomacy, a modus vivendi. Neither 
Herr Miquel, Minister of Finance, nor Herr 
Benningsen, President of the Hanoverian ad- 
ministration, will resigu for the present. The 
German Emperor and Count von Caprivi 
seem to have discovered that even in Prussia 
people have opinions and that political con- 
victions are not renounced on the instant at 
the Emperor’s nod. The bill is now in the 
hands of a committee of twenty-eight with a 
government majority, varying on various 
points from two to ten or eleven. Count von 
Caprivi has intimated that concessions will be 
made. No concessions can be made which 
will satisfy the Liberals and not eviscerate the 
mneasure, : 

The principle of the bill is a State God with 
State machinery for enforcing the teaching of 
its own deity according to the forms of one or 
the other of the recognized confessions or 
sects in Prussia. If this principle be main- 
tained, Liberals must oppose it. If it be 
abandoned, the. bill is so much waste paper. 
The present intent is to force the bill through. 
A majority of about 80 is believed to be cer- 
tain in the Landtag; but, says a competent 
witness, popular agitation against it is in- 
creasing. All over the kingdom the p

Opposition papers—they call themselves inde- 
pendent, meaning that they are im govern- 
ment pay—denounce the bill as a purely cler- 
ical measure, intended and well calculated to 
put primary education in Prussia un- 
der clerical contorl, So it will, or 
would if the imperial signature in the 
Munich album had nut told the world that the 
will of the King is the supreme law.

Cruelty to German Soldiers.

They could not, of course, be denied without 
denying the authenticity of the circular issued 
by Prince George of Saxony to his Col- 
onels. The ‘only answer yet supplied, 
officially or semi-officially, is the state- 
ment that the circular was confidential 
and that the authors of the cruelties have been 

unished with severity. A Socialist is said to 
Lave stolen and pablished the circular, if that 
helps matters. Cruelty is in any case dis- 
countenanced by the Emperor. But the Em- 
peror, though omniscient, is not omnipresent, 
and the German sergeant bas a heavy hand. 

It may be, apropos of this unwelcome dis- 
closure, or from some other source, that the 
Kaiser has suddenly discovered socialism to be 
rampant and bent on mischief, Hitherto he 
has persuaded himself that grand paternal 
government had proved a specific against 
revolution ; he believed that the Socialists had 
been won over and thatthe repeal of Prince 
Bismarck’s anti-sociai laws had brought no 
danger to the State. He has been unde- 
ceived and says 80, and has uttered a note of

lest a worse thing befall them. For the Kaiser, 
like the drill sergeants, has a heavy 5and, 
which he is on occasion quite ready to bring 
down on offending heads. 


Effects of the New French Tariff. 


The new French tariff, with many auginent- 
ed duties, took effect Sunday with results 
curi€usly like the first results of the McKin- 
ley tariff.

Tradesmen took advantage of a 
small increase in duties to make a large in- 
crease in their charges. Mutton. for exam- 
ple, has gone up some ten cents a pound, the 
extra duty being about two cents. Beef went 
up out of pure sympathy.

The 
masses are better off today than ever, not- 
withstanding the wrongs they suffer. The 
masses are hfting themselves in spite of 
adverse conditions, and the age of steam and 
industrialism, though it has enforred many 
unjust conditions, has not been destitute of 
elements of good to the toilers. Industrial 
conditions have brought the workers into 
unity and have made it possible forthem to 
lift themselves. 

“The masses,’”’ continued Mrs. Woodman, 
**are not low, brutal, and degraded, and they 
do not nedd the pity, the patronage, or the 
philanthropy ef the dilettanti, of the specula- 
tive, or of the millionaires. We don’t call on 
our enemies to fight our battles for us. We 
are not such an imbecile flock that we be- 
seech the protection of the wolf, even though 
he appears in sheep’s clothing. We ourselves 
are equal to the emergency.’’ 

One young agitator opposed tnud-slinging 
and abusive antagonism of the present system 
as impolitic, but he was reminded that it was 
impossible to abuse wrong-doers or improper 
to antagonize wrongs.

SUIT AGAINST A RICH RANCHER.

THE NORTH SHORE TUNNEL IS NOW 
OF SOME PRACTICAL USE, 


Pumps Not Yet Working Full Force in 
‘Order That No Part of the New Con- 
struction May Be Strained — Mayor 
Washburne’s Recommendation Concern- 


seve 


ing Railway Terminals ~ A Request for 
Money to Build Free BRath-Houses—Re- 
port of the Transit Committee. 


Today Chicago ‘has an increased supply of 
water which cannot be exhausted by even in- 
creased recklessness in its use and wastage. 

Yesterday afternoon the new north shore 
tunnel connecting with the breakwater crib 
was opened, and Lake Michigan’s waters be- 
gan to flow through it. At 2 o’clock water 
from the one-mile or breakwater crib was 
admitted into the new tunnel of the shore 
crib, 1,500 feet out, and an hour later a steady 
though but a partial streain was flowing into 
the big well at the Chicago avenue pumping 
works. i 

“It is not intended,” said Mr. Welch, chief 
engineer of the works, *‘to use the entire ca- 
pacity of the tunnel just at present, for to let 
the water rush through now with full’ force 
might dainage the fresh walls and cement. In 
the old two-mile tunnel the water was allowed 
to stand five or six days for the cement to 
harden, 

‘**We are now pumping from the five and 
seven foot tunnels to the two-mile crib from 
210,000,000 to 220,000,000 gallons of water 
&@ day—more water 
any other large city 
gives. This new north 
if run wide open, will give ua an added ca- 
pacity of 90,000,000 gallons daily, and more 
water than will be needed for two years to 
come. But the intention, as I understand it, 
is to draw from it only just enough to met 
the supply. Just now the shore gates are only 
partially raised, and only a portion of the 
capacity of the tunnel called upon. This ctr- 
tailment is made because ho more water is 
needed and to prevent harmful pressure and 
friction on the walls of the new tunnel.’’ 

At 6 o’clock last evening one of the Holly 
engines in the Chicago Avenue Water-Works, 
with a capacity of 12,000,000 gallons, was 
started pumping from the new tunnel, and to- 
day another will be started at Harrison street 
and probably one in the Fourteenth street 
house. The diameter of the new tunnel to the 
breakwater crib is seven feet, the same as the 
larger of the tunnels to the two-mile crib. 

In regard to the character of the water from 
this new tunnel the engineers say that analyses 
as well as appearances show that it is pure 
and perfectly safe for all drinking and domes- 
tic purposes. Its !omation protects it from ail 
sewage and river impurities except during the 
heavy flood springs. 


STEAM RAILROAD TERMINALS, 


Recommendation the Mayor Will Make to 
the Conneil, 

Mayor Washburne will submit a recom- 
mendation to the Council this evenig in 
reference to steam railroad terminals, the re- 
sult of his recent investigations in the East. 
He will strongly advise the elevation of all 
tracks within the settled portion of the city, 
except in the case of trunk lines like th 
along the west bank of the river, the Kinzie 
street, and the Sixteenth street line. 

Incidentally he will refer to a proposed new 
departure advocated by business-men, which 
comyprehends the erection of asystem of ware- 
houses on a belt railroad line in the outskirts 
of the city in which goods sold in the city to 
country merchants may be sold by sample, as 
wheat in elevators is sold nuw. This plan, in 
his judgment, will relieve the congestion in 
the central portion of the city. Accompany- 
ing the message will be a rather intricate gen- 
eral ordimance for the raisi of the railroad 
terminals froin fourteen to sixteen feet high. 
Thi ich ..has.. been .drafted by 
Corporation Counsel Miller, will be recom- 
peng for passage at an early date by the

The Council to Be Asked to Make an Ap- 
propriation for This Purpose, 

The following will probably be introduced 
at the meeting of the Council this evening by 
Ald.

Resolved, That the Commissioner of Public 
Works be and 1s hereby directed to have plans 
for and estimates furnished to this Council for 
the erection of and maintenance of four such 
public bathing houses. Said estimates to include 
the cost of purchase and cost of lease of grounds 
suitable for the erection of such buildings neces- 
sary for such public bathing houses; and be it

Resolved, That the Commissioner of, Public 
Works be and is hereby instructed to furnish esti- 
mates of the cost of purchase and cost of lease of 
four different proces of ground for the erection of 
said four public bathing-houses—to wit: One

lue Island avenue and Eighteenth street, in the 
Southwest Division. One piece of ground at or 
near the intersection of Milwaukee and Ashland 
avenues, in the Northwest Division. One piece of 
ground at or near the intersection of Division and 
Sedgwick streets, in the North Division. And one 
jiece of ground at or near the intersection of 
State and Thirty-ninth streets, in the South 
Division. Said estimates to be furnished and

The resolution will be supported also by the 
Illinois Women’s Alliance and by other 
philanthropic and benevolent organizations, 
As there are thirty-four Aldermen to be elect- 
ed in April it is likely that the resolution may 
be adopted, and that some appropriation will 
be made for the bath-houses.

he correspondent does not spare his 
praise of the artillery, and speaks in detail of 
the great progress made by that branch of 
the service since the Franco-Prussian war, Of 
the effect of smokeless powder on the artil- 
lery he says: “I found the general idea to 
be that it was all a gee to the side which 
thought more of killing its enemy than of 
avoiding being killed itself. It enormously 
facilitates the maintenance of fire discipline 
within the battery, permits of continuous fire 
even at the most rapid rate, for no smoke in- 
terferes with the laying, and, above all things, 
cheers the hearts of the men by enabling them 
to see the results of their fire. As a means of 
concealment it is of no value at 
all, for, even at extreme ranges of 
5,000 yards and upwards, the flash of discharge 
is always distinctly visible, and at fighting 
ranges the flash enables one to note exactly 
the position of the enemy’s gun, which was not 
always possible with the old powder, for the 
smoke obscured the object and prevented one’s 
picking up an exact point t» aim at. _Indirect 
laying may, indeed, be resorted to, and then the 
concealment would be perfect; but I found it 
little in favor, and the new howitzers are ex- 
pected to deal with it when it occurs. As re- 
gards the codperation of artillery with the 
infantry nothing was left to be desired. One 
common instinct seemed to guide the two.”’ 

The test put on the great general staff, the 
brain of the German army, as Moltke called it, 
was at last fall’s maneuvers the most severe 
ever yet exacted in peace, for in no previous 
maneuvers have the conditions approached 
those of active service more closely. Beyond 
fixing the district in which the operations 
were to take place there was no prearrange- 
ment whatever, but every night the orders 
were issued on the basis of the outpost ro- 
ports received, the umpire staff only intro- 
ducing reports of imaginary events to keep 
them within the limits of the ground. The 
reports were rarely all in before midnight, 
and hence the divisions received their orders 
ee 1 and 2a. wm., the brigades an hour

Portable Electric Lights, 

At the meeting of the American Institute of 
Electrical Engineers Mr. Tesla employed a ma- 
chine having 400 poles, which, when run at full 
speed, enabled him to obtain, 20,000 alternations 
per second. He believes that electro-magnetic 
waves cannot produce luminous effects unless 
they have the frequency of true light waves; but 
this is not the case with electro-static waves or 
thrusts, as these can excite luminous radiation, 
no matter what their frequency may be. He made 
many experiments with Geissler tubes, and also 
with lamps, in which only one termina] was used. 

The filament consisted of a single rod which 
was in a non-striking vacuum. The energy was 
transferred entirely by condenser action through 
the coatings in the base ofthelamp. He also 
showed how exhausted tubes could be made to 
glow in an electro-static field, so that if such tubes 
were merely hung up if a room in which such a 
field was produced, they would be lighted up, and 
could be moved about at will. These experiments 
created the most intense interest, and point to 
methods of producing light which may be used in 
the future.—Scientific American.
